WASHINGTON, (AP)—War Sec- 
retary Robert L. Patterson said Sun- 
day that “even possession of the 
atomic bomb” could not stop a 
strong enemy that has taken the 
offensive, as Germany did against 
France tn the last war.

“here were two lessons the United 


States could learn from France| 
and her “supposedy impregnable 
Maginot line.” 


“The first is that no inanimate 
barrier, whether !t be the Maginot 
line, a Chinese wall, Polish mud, 
Arctic snow, the oceans, or even 
possession of the atomic bomb could 
stop a strong enemy that has taken 
the offensive.” 

Patterson said the second lesson 
was that the “essence of victory 
lies in the heart of the people, in 
their willingness to meet the enemy 
in open battle rather than depend 
upon fortifications, whether made 
by man or nature.”

There is no research in Canada into the causes 
and cure of sex crime. But there should be. This 
sort of thing has become so tragically prevalent 
that all the resources of science should be em- 
ployed to find a reasonable and effective solut 

It is too much to ask that the courts impose 
the prescribed death penalty in cases of rape—al- 
though there is far more sense in imposing it on 
a sex maniac than on a murderer, because while 
the murderer might repeat his offence, the sex 
maniac is almost sure to repeat it. But the courts 
should be able to impose an indeterminate sent- 
ence—and so the sex maniac locked up 
shows a change of heart and 


progress so that nothing can be done to further 
its interests. And yet, as far as the expression of 
our legislators of both parties go we might be- 
lieve that this is the case.

London: The cost of Britain's 


great industrial stoppage is now | 


being estimated, The immediate 
loss can be figured without great 
difficulty, but the long term ef- 


fect of this complete dislocation |

What has happened in Britain 
in the past few days has been 
the aggravation of an 
existing situation, rather than a 
sudden unexpected collapse. For 
weeks before the crisis broke—

Dockery Nets Winner 
As Bears Nip Huskies 


to give the University of Alberta Golden Bears a 3-2 triumph 


over the University of Saskatchewan Huskies in an inter- 
collegiate hockey game played at the ‘Varsity rink Sat- 


urday afternoon. ; 

About 1,000 campus fans saw the 
Bears storm to the attack in the 
third session to overcome a 2-0 
deficit and hand the Huskies 
their second defeat in as many 
days. The Bears defeated the Hus- 
kies 82 Friday night and need 
only one more win to clinch the 
Haipenny Trophy, emblematic of 
western intecollegiate hockey sup- 
remecy. 

A MUCH improved Husky team 
hopped to a one-goal ‘lead at the 
seven-minute mark of the first 
stanza. Bill Jenkins, recently of 
the Saskatoon Elks in the WCHL, 
sifted behind the Alberta net, and 
passed out to Rags Jonsson, who 
dribbled the rubber past Jeffries 

There was no further scoring 
until Pete Smandvch slender 
Husky right winger took Art Mey- 
ers’ relay to send Saskatchewan 
into a 2-0 lead at 4:04 of the third 
period.
